irTRODTCTION 

Recent  v  n'sr  in  Manchuria  attr.ch  now  importance  to 
the  mineral  resources  of  that  country  and  make  desirable  a 
review  of  tie  da*  a  availtole.  Trior  to  1931  much  of  the  coun¬ 
try  was  virtually  inaccessible  to  technical  development,  and 
lergaly  30  to  scientific  exploration.  Information  regarding 
geology  and  mineral  rosources  was  scattered  and  frequently 
vogue,  ’/Rile  erect  gaps  3till  exist,  and  much  remains  to  be 
learnod,  the  past  half  dozen  years  has  seen  a  rapid  extension 
of  S'jrvr. ..  end  of  exploration,  resulting  in  very  large  addi¬ 
tions  to  known  data.  I  consider  myself  fortunate  to  have  been 
at  a,  throu'-h  the  courtesy  of  the  Manchuria  Industrial  Develop¬ 
ment  Co.,  to  make  a  visit  to  the  country  and  to  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  see  southing  of  the  newer  developments  and  to 
learn  much  regarding  the  results  of  the  1  ter  work  and  that 
no  in  progress.  To  the  of  fields  and  en~i  nears  of  that  com¬ 
pany,  to  the  officials  of  the  Manchoukuo  Government,  to  those 
of  the  South  Manchuria  Railway  end  those  of  many  less  wide¬ 
spread  companies,  I  am  "reedy  indebted  for  nu/ieroua  courtesies 
and  for  placing  nt  ay  disposal  facilities  end  much  unpublished 
information.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  here  en  bloc  those 
numerous  courtesies.  The  number  of  individuals  concerned  is 
much  too  large  to  permit  their  being  named,  out  their  helpful 
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kindness  '  *  11  not  be  forgotten. 

Tlio  time  ovailcblo,  barely  a  month,  was  not  sufficient 
to  leiviit  vi 3j ts  to  more  than  e  few  of  the  more  important  and 
representetive  dnaral  districts  and  what  is  written  herein 
munt  be  reed  in  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the  data  have 
been  collected  by  others  and  only  digested  end  interpreted  by  me. 
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At  best  it  was  only  possible  to  test,  by  standards  of  exper¬ 
ience  in  other  nort3  of  the  '.or Id,  representative  portions 
of  the  data  submitted,  fortunately  the  work  now  under  way  is 
being  conducted  by  well  ^uelifiod  geologists  and  engineers 
with  much  local  experience,  for  more  than  twenty  years  the 
South  Manchurian  Hallway  has  .maintained  a  Ceological  Insti¬ 
tute  with  a  museum  and  laboratories  at  Dairen  and  a  field 
force  which  has  made  intensive  studies  of  representative  dis¬ 
tricts  in  South  Manchuria  and  reconnaissance  inspections  over 
much  wider  regions.  In  the  North  the  Russians  made  numerous 
observations  though  thsy  coem  to  have  done  little  detailed 
mapping.  Their  results  were  summarized  in  a  memoir  published 
by  the  National  Geological  Survey  of  China  i:i  1929>  by  K.  3. 

Ahnert,  former  Director  of  the  Ceological  Committee  of  the 
Far  Sast.  The  3tnff  of  the  Chinese  Survey  made  a  number  of 
other  important  contributions  to  our  knowledge  of  the  region, 
suoh  as  in  F.  R.  Tegengren's  monumental  vork  on  the  iron  ores 
of  China,  H,  C.  Tan's  study  of  tho  Ko  Keng  coalfield,  ond 
Dirootor  IT.  Vonp's  illuminating  annual  review  published  in 
the  China  Yearbook.  The  late  7.  K.  Tin*'  made,  in  addition,  an 
oven  raore  direct  contribution  by  opening  the  Feo  Fao  coalfield. 

The  National  Ceological  Survey,  however,  ns  well  as  the  S.II.R. 
Geological  Institute,  was  rreatly  hnndioappcd  by  the  unfavorable 
political  conditions  and  chronic  disorder  previously  obtaining 
in  tho  country,  and  only  outline  studies  or  detailed  investiga¬ 
tions  in  strictly  limited  districts  were  possible,  ’.,'hile  con¬ 
ditions  oven  now  are  r.ot  everywhere  fcvorablo,  they  have  improved 
so  erontly  that  surveys  and  development  are  ^^^W/eW'^^d1-ta(^st»g/doc/f0198d/ 
rapid  pace.  horinning  in  April  of  this  year  the  various  local 
geological  staffs  ..avs  boon  uergod  and  a  comprehensive  Geologi¬ 
cal  Survey  of  ..anchoukuo  has  boon  sot  up  at  lisinking.  At  the 
sane  timo  tho  establishment  of  the  Manchuria  Industrial  Develop- 
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mont  Co.,  in  vhich  the  Government  of  ianohoukuo  holds 
0  half  intoroet,  is  bringing  under  ono  direction  the  major 
o:.rt  of  tho  mineral  development  and  providing  for  tho  close 
integration  of  all  efforts,  /.n  ambitious  program  hcs  boon 
laid  out  looking  forv.ard,  for  example,  to  building  UP  tho 
pig  iron  output  to  1,500,000  tons,  and  tho  oocl  production  to 
30,000,000. 

It  was  :nv  privilege  to  soe  much  of  this  in  progross,  and 
it  is  my  ospeoial  pleasure  to  aoknovtlodgo  the  fullness  of  de¬ 
tail  plaood  at  my  disposal  and  the  unfailing  courtesy  and  atten¬ 
tion  oxtonded  to  mo  by  all  the  officers  of  this  oompaay  and  its 
numerous  subsidiaries  throughout  the  course  01  my  work.
